The ethics bills being considered by the Alabama legislature have hit a bit of 
opposition, as some lawmakers seem to feel cramped at the existing ethics 
laws and are opposed to any strengthening of these regulations. Researchers 
have reported that Alabama already has the weakest ethics laws in the 
nation, and we actually hear folks covered by the ethics law advocating we 
water them down further. To the credit of the entire Alabama Senate is their 
unprecedented move to pass a resolution urging a committee to report out’ of 
committee two bills to strengthen the ethics law, We don’t think any honest 
person would have any problem with supporting such stronger laws. 


Goy. Wallace’s so-called ‘‘sin tax’’ biils have little chance of passing in this 
session of the Alabama legislature. Most of us don’t like the word ‘‘tax’’ if it 
is placed on us -- it is an election year and most of our lawmakers want to go 
back for another four years -- you just don’t raise taxes right before an 
election. However, right after the elections, we can look for them to go back 
into session, and pass on at least some of these taxes. Of course there will be 
some sweeteners in the way of special appropriations (or pork barrel) to make 
the pill easier to swallow; but they are coming one way or another. 


We are publishing the required legal notices to allow the City of Elba to 
expand the city limits. The areas to be taken in are irregular and follow most 
highways out of town and several hundred feet on each side; but if you are 
not sure about your area, read the legal notice carefully and then if you are 
like me, you still need someone to tell you just what is happening! This is the 
second of a four-week publication. 


We are also running another interesting ad this week. An out-of-court 
settlement in a class action suit on housing foreclosures apparently means 
some folks might get their foreclosed homes back. We don’t fully understand 
why, but since ours wasn’t in that group we will just accept it as fact and go 
on about our business. 


The flu bug appears to be retreating, according to figures from the Center for 
Disease Control in Atlanta. Most of those who had the bug this year suffered 
from the one commonly called ‘‘Russian flu,’’ but there was quite a few who 
had a bug that was a little different (mutant flu) and defied treatment with 
the normal treatments, Experts are working to develop immunities to this 
new strain and hope to have it in circulation in time for the flu season next 
winter. 


We noted last week that President Marcos probably left the Philippines with 
an extra penny or so in his pocket. Now some so-called experts are 
contending he and his cronies left with BILLIONS! Now that is getting a bit 
greedy and we expect the lawsuits to stay in the courts for years to come. 


NASA is still under fire following the failure of the spacecraft and death of 
seven American citizens.

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NURSING HOME SPOTLIGHT 


With Shirley Wise 


The first week of March, 1986, 
we are yisiting Mrs. Valera Lee 
Cordell, who is in the ‘‘Senior 
Spotlight.’ 

She is a gracious and charming 
lady with pretty silver hair and 
bluish-gray eyes (‘‘cat eyes, I call 
them’’, she said laughing) and lovely 
clear unblemished skin, which she 
said she cares for using only ‘‘soap 
and water and a little lotion.’ 

Imagine that you teenage girls! 
Withall our bottles and jars and 
tubes and pots and sponges and 
brushes, etc! 

Miss Valera was born July 25, 
1907, in the Shiloh Community, one 
of five children of Mr. and Mrs. Alva 
Lee. Mrs. Lee was the former Annie 
Rowland of Pike County. Mr. Lee 
was born in Coffee County and was a 
farmer. 


Miss Valera remembers her 
parents and family and childhood 
with fond, loving memories, and 
paints for us a beautiful, rosy picture 
of those long-ago days. Quoting her, 
‘‘Mama and Daddy were just like 
kids with us. Daddy would get out 
and play with us -- we'd play 
‘Stealing Sticks’ and ‘Hide 'N’ 
Seek.’ They were good, hard- 
working, honest Christian people. 
Out of love and respect for Mama, 
my oldest brother would never use 
slang language in front of her, and 
one time, after he was married, we 
were sitting at the dinner table and 
he forgot and said a slang word, and 
Mama leaned over and slapped him 
lightly on the face; but he got the 
message.”’ A bygone era, re- 
grettably - right? 

The brothers and one sister of 
Miss Valera are: 

Carl, now deceased, who was 
living in DeFuniak Springs, Fla., at 
the time of his death. His wife’s 
name was Verna and she too is 
deceased. 

Alva Jr. - now deceased, was a 
resident of Atlanta, Ga., at the time 
of his demise. He was married to 
Elizabeth and she too is deceased. 

Miss Valera’s only sister, Madge 
Elmore, is deceased. She was living 
in Elba at the time of her death and 
was married to Marvin Elmore, also 
deceased. 

Fred L. Lee, her only surviving 
brother, lives in Elba, and is married 
to the former Merle Banks of 
Greenville. 

Mrs. Cordell received her early 
schooling through the 7th grade at 
the old Rhodes Schoolhouse and then 
attended the Elba High School. She 
moved to Elba from her home in the 
Shiloh Community and lived with her 
father’s two sisters, Miss’ Ruth Lee 
and Mrs. Minnie White, who lived a 
few houses on the left before you go 
over the Whitewater Bridge up 
toward Smith Avenue. 

She later attended a Mr. Talley's 
school of business. He had schools 
in Samson, Enterprise and several 
more locations, in addition to the 
school in Elba, which was upstairs 
over the old James English Grocery 
store and which later housed the 
Bargaintown store, 


On March 1, 1941, Miss Valera 
and Mr. Henry A. Cordell, the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. J.H. Cordell of the 
Wesley Chapel Community, were 
married. Mr, Cordell was a barber 
in Enterprise until retiring and 
currently lives in their home on the 
Brantley Highway. They moved to 
Elba from Enterprise in 1954, It is 
Miss Valera's prayer (and all of ours, 
also, I'm sure) that she will remain 
well and healthy and be able to 
return to her husband and home in 
the very near future, When stricken 
ill, she was first admitted to the 
Luverne Nursing Home, and after 
seven weeks, was transferred here in 
January 1986. 

When asked if she liked living in 
the nursing home, with her husband 
at home, her reply was so simple and 
awesome that it really hit home to 
me especially, and a lot of y’all too, I 
suspect, She replied, ‘'I try to be 
content and know that God has 
everything under control."’ All of us 
should strive for that philosophy, 
rather than going around ‘‘jousting 
with windmills." 

We commented on Miss Valera’s 
pretty and unusual first name and 
inquired how she came by it, to 
which she replied, ‘Daddy named 
me - | don’t know where he got it."’ 

Miss Valera was a ‘‘career 
woman’’ long before the term 
originated. She worked for Huey 
and Huey Lawyers, in Enterprise 
from June 9, 1928 until July 1943, 
and then her only child was born in 
September of that year. 

In 1954 she started working for 
Charles Rowe, in his law office, 
which was located here in Elba over 
Paul's Cafe. Upon his death she 
began working with his cousin, 
Braxton Rowe, also a lawyer, whose 
office was in the old city hall and 

olice building. She worked with 
him until her retirement in 1979, In 
between the two jobs with the 
lawyers, she worked with Neal Logue 
in Enterprise as a bookkeeper for two 
years; Enterprise Banking Company 
two - three years; and almost a year 
with National Security Insurance, 

Also, in that interim, Mr. and 
Mrs. Cordell moved to Texas, in the 
Rio Grande Valley area, where she 
tried, unsuccessfully, to find 
employment. 

After about a year they returned 
to Alabama. So, as one can see, 
Miss Valera has lived an eventful life 
with a variety of jobs and challenges. 
Gosh, she was sort of a ‘‘trail

blazer,’’ for, just think - only eight 
years after the amendment giving 
women the right to vote was passed 
(1920), Miss Valera was working in a 
job outside the home; and this in an 
era when women were still thought 
of by some as sort of ‘‘second-class 
citizens.'’ Different from today, what 
with the popular slogan, ‘‘You’ve 
Come A Long Way, Baby!’’ So, she 
was a generation ahead of her time. 
Now, almost every household has a 
working mother in it. 

Miss Valera's aforementioned 
only child is Alvin C. Cordell, 
lovingly called ‘‘Junior’’ by his 
mother. When asked if he was 
indeed a junior, she laughed and 
said, ‘‘No, but that is how we always 
referred to him, and when he was 
born, he was a junior, so we just call 
him that,”’ 

About her son, she said, ‘‘He was 
a good child; if Alvin hadn't been as 
good and well-behaved as he was, I 
could never have worked like I did. 
He comes to see me every day.”’ 

Alvin is employed at Dorsey 
Trailers and is married to Bobbie Jo 
(Taylor) Cordell, from the Pine Level 
Community. She is employed at 
Kleinert’s, 

The ‘‘rose’’ is her favorite flower; 
**blue”’ her favorite color; 
‘*summer”’ favorite season; 
‘‘Christmas”’ - holiday (that seems to 
be just about everybody's favorite 
‘holiday); and food: ‘‘Oh, I don’t 
know -I don’t like fish. I can eat 
everything except fish -- fried 
chicken, turnips, corn, peas, 
butterbeans; Oh, I wish | had some 
of the good butterbeans in my deep 
freeze!"’ 

*‘l enjoyed sewing and working in 
the yard and the garden, and | also 
enjoyed all the jobs | had. My daddy 
said I was a good cook,”’ 

One change she would have 
made in her life, she said, was, ‘I 
think I'd have stayed at home more 
with my son when he was little,’’ 

One wish? ‘Oh, my goodness, I 
don’t know what it would be,’’ she 
replied, laughing, and then quickly 
added, ‘‘Yes, I do too!’’ I'd wish I 
could get well and go home!"’ 

Advice from her 78 years of 
dealing with life: ‘‘Get a good 
education where you can make a 
good living.”’ 

She remembers seeing her first 
television set at a fair in Texas, and 
recalls the amazement and wonder- 
ment she felt at seeing a picture of 
something far away, right there in 
front of her eyes. She remembers no 
electricity and studying by a 
kerosene lamp; ‘‘I could go all over 
the house in ‘the dark, because | 
didn’t want to carry the kerosene 
lamp."’ 

For Christmas Miss Valera said 
she ‘‘got dolls and doll carriages, 
fruit, candy and little piggy banks."’ 

She is a member of Westside 
Baptist Church, Her roomie is that 
delightful Miss Winnie Folsom, 
who was featured a few weeks ago, 

Upon leaving, we asked if there 
was anything else she'd like to share 
and she laughingly _ replied, 
“Goodness, no - I don't think so! 
You've got my life story now!"’ 

We trust you enjoyed meeting 
Miss Valera, a precious lady, as 
much as we did, 

I've got to share this: as | was 
leaving, two unnamed ladies (who 
shall remain nameless - that is the 
only way they'd let me quote them!) 
were sitting in the fover and I said to 
them, ‘‘Behave yourselves,’ and 
with much laughter and amusement, 
almost simultaneously, one replied, 
“Can't have a good time when you 
do that!" And the other ‘‘Miss X"’ 
said, ‘‘What else can you do up 
here?’’ And with that | made my 
exit, laughing aloud to myself! So, 
you see, there are moments of 
laughter, joy and merriment in the 
nursing home! And as | have stated 
previously, some of them are ‘‘dirt 
road sports!’ Above all, though, 
they are people! People needing 
people, which is what this old world 
is all about; so reach out and touch 
one of them today! 

All these older folks have dignity 
and class, and just because they 
aren't as energetic and independent 
as they once were, doesn't mean 
they don't have dignity and class; for 
according to Mr. Webster, these two 
words mean ‘‘pride, quality, noble- 
ness and honor,"’ and all of them 
possess these qualities. 


One lady we visited was flustered 
and apologetic because, when we 
visited her, she was already abed 
and had removed her dentures. We 
told her not to worry, but the point is 
- she and the others have pride, 
beautiful manners and a wonderful 
sense of humor.

DO MIRACLES 
OCCUR TODAY? 


No. We must remember what the issue is, however. There is no 
question that miracles were done in the days of Christ, and His 
apostles, because the Bible clearly says that they did perform miracles, 
There is also no question as to whether or not God has enough power to 
perform miracles, because we know that He does have enough power. 
It is also not a question of whether or not there is value in prayer for the 
sick, because the Bible tells us to pray for the sick. The question is, 
what does the Bible teach about miracles today? g 

We must remember the purpose of miracles. In the beginning, God 
created by His miraculous power, but after the creation, things 
continued according to God’s natural law. At first, God spoke through 
inspired men, but God now speaks through His inspired written word, 
he inspired men to speak for him.

Commission Continues To Look For 


Way Out Of Garbage Problems 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
March 10, at the courthouse in Elba 
and accepted the low bid of $59,850 
from ESMAC, Inc., for the re- 
roofing of all three buildings at the 
Coffee County Farm Center in New 
Brockton, 

All three buildings have been 
plagued by leaky roofs for years, and 
although the  re-roofing project 
wasn't included ‘in the budget, the 
commission vowed it would find the 
money needed to complete the entire 
project, 

Bids ranged from the low bid 
from ESMAC to a high bid of $69,775 
from Hathcock Roofing and 
Remodeling. 

County Attorney Warren Rowe 
reported on the progress of a court 
suit challenging the county's 
‘at-large’? method of electing 
commissioners and stated he would 
file a brief and repeat the county's 
position in the suit. 

The county contends the election 
method was the result of a 1971 
federal court order, thus, freeing the 
county from any claim of attempting 
the dilute black voter strength.

There were 109 different 
customers with late bills ranging 
from water bills of $5.80 to one of 
$638.75, with several owing two and 
three hundred dollars, City Clerk 


D.M. English was instructed to get 
tough with these accounts, and if no 
efforts are made to make payment, 
meters must be removed, 

English noted that in the winter it 


showed the commission a video 
concerning the company’s operation 
of @ landfill in Lee County, 

The representative reported 
Coffee County's cost of operating a 
landfill was $200,000 a year, while 
income totaled only $70,000. He 
stated he would present a detailed 
study on the operation of the landfill 
to the commission and then return 
with a plan for Wasteaway to assume 
operation of the landfill. 

County garbage collector Ronny 
Reid stated he had lost $486 in the 
two-months he had been collecting 
rural garbage, but said he felt the 
business could operate in the black if 
1,000 paying customers would use 
the service, 

Reid stated the rates were $4.25 
(Sr. Citizens) and $6.00 (Reg. 
Customers) per month for weekly 
garbage pick-up and added anyone 
wishing to use the service should call 
347-4532, 

In other action at Monday’s 
meeting, the commission: 

***voted to request an Attorney 
General's opinion on the authority of 
a county engineer in a unit system; 
***presented $3,000 to the Goodman 
Volunteer Fire Department to help 
with organizational expenses;

Three Aviators Killed In Tuesday 
Crash Of Blackhawk Helicopter

Three Army aviators died 
Tuesday afternoon when their UH-60 
Blackhawk helicopter crashed near 
the Elba airport while the men were 
on a routine training flight. The 
crash happened about 4 p.m. and 
apparently the men died instantly, as 
witnesses reported the craft nosed to 
the ground after it appeared the tail 
section broke off during an airborne 
emergency. 

Killed in the crash were CW-3 
Jerry L. Brown, age 30, a flight 
instructor; WO-1 Stanley E. Harris, 
age 26, a flight student; and WO-1 
Gary M. Reynolds, age 38, also a 
Student. All three lived in Enter- 
prise. Brown was a native of 
LaFollette, Tennessee; Harris of 
Kannapolis, N.C., and Reynolds of 
Centerville, Ohio. 

In spite of the fire that erupted 
after the crash, none of the 
casualties suffered burns, thanks to 
the fast reaction of the Elba 
Volunteer Fire Department. 
Members of the Elba department 
challenged the flames with portable 
fire extinguishers while other 
firemen were dragging fire hose 
from the truck stationed on the 
highway through the pine thicket to 
the crash site. Then the hoses and 
the truck reservoir furnished the 
ammunition to stop the spread of the 
flames from the tail section to the 
cockpit area where the bodies of the 
fliers were still strapped in their 
seats. 

Ivey Daugherty, who lives on 
Larkin Road near the crash site, was 
ti, twe back yard of his home, along 
‘with his wife and two neighbors, 
when they noticed a_ helicopter 
overhead making an unusual noise. 
Daugherty said there is a lot of flying 
in the area and they normally don’t 
pay any attention, but this one was 
making a funny noise and flying very 
low. 

He said the 'copter was coming 
down and it looked as if it would 
come down in the front of his house, 


Plant To Be Operational By 1987 


Elba City Council Gives 


The Elba City Council voted 
Monday night to once again lease the 
hydroelectric plant on Pea River to 
Elba Hydroelectric Company, Inc. 

The plant was leased to the 
company in a contract signed March 
28, 1984. However, a performance 
clause in the contract made the 
contract void if the company failed to 
generate electricity by November 28, 
1985, 

When it became evident that the 
company could not meet its contract, 
the city council accepted new bids 
and made a verbal agreement with 
another company to take over the 
project. However, a contract with 
the second company would ensure 
litigations with Elba Hydroelectric 
Company, and the project would be 
Stalled until the City and the new 
leaser resolved conflicts with Elba 
Hydroelectric Company, 

The terms for the new contract 
are based on verbal negotiations 
with the company by Mayor Bob 
English and City Clerk Dud English 
last week. 

The tentative terms accepted by 
the council state that: 

---The company will pay all legal fees 
incurred by the City of Elba in 
defending the suit. 

---Within 45 days of signing the 
contract, the company will provide 
$44,000 as a first year rental. 

---The company will put $17,000 in 
escrow to repay a U.S. Dept. of 
Energy loan. The Energy Dept. 
financed a study of the feasibility of 
producing electricity at the dam in 
the early 1980's. However, there is a 
possibility that the debt will be 
forgiven, in which case the $17,000 
would be refunded. 

---The City will have the option to 
buy the company’s interest at the 
end of 10 years, for at least 
$1,750,000 and not more than 
$4,000,000. The figure will be 
determined as 10 times the average 
annual production times the price 
per kilowatt hour at the time. 

The company has also agreed to 
have the plant operational by Dec, 
31, 1986. 

Mayor English recommended 
that the council accept the terms, 
rather than face further litigations. 
“If we get tied up in court, this could 
go on for years,”’ he said. 

The council agreed to accept the 


terms provided that Barrett and 
Company would sign a statement 
absolving the city of any liability 
based on the previous verbal 
agreement that they take over the 
project. 

English said Tuesday that the 
lease is already being drawn up by 
the city attorney, and that Elba 
Hydroelectric Company officials 
seem anxious to proceed. 

The hydroelectric plant, which is 
currently owned by the city, was 
used by Alabama Electric 
Cooperative to produce electricity for 
over SO years. In the early 1960's, 
when the cost of electricity was low, 
AEC determined that the cost of 
maintaining the Elba plant was not 
feasible, and ended its production on 
Pea River. 

In the early 1980's, the city 
considered putting the plant into 
production again, However, a 
feasibility report done by the U.S. 
Dept. of Energy showed that the 
project would not be economically 
feasible for the city. This plan 
included complete replacement of 
facilities at the dam with new 
equipment. 

After the City Council decided 
not to take on the hydroelectric 
project, it was approached by several 
companies who wanted to put the 
plant back in working order. 

On March 28, 1984, the city 
yentered into a contract with Elba 
Hydroelectric Company, Inc. The 


company planned to repair the 
facilities and begin producing 
electricity. 


The contract included a_per- 
formance clause giving the company 
20 months to work on the project, 
requiring the company to begin 
producing electricity by Nov. 28, 
1985, or the lease agreement ‘‘shall 
be void and of no force and effect at 
the election of the city." 

In early September, 1985, Elba 
Hydroelectric Co. notified the City 
Council that they wanted to change 
the contract because financial 
backing was not available under the 
current terms. One of the requests 
for the contract revisions was that 
the performance clause be extended 
until September, 1986, 

When the city did not find the 
new terms agreeable, the council 
voted to re-open bids for the project.

where his two grandchildren were 
playing in the driveway, as they 
often do, This caused him to run 
around the house to get the children, 
but when he got around there he saw 
that the aircraft was going a little 
further. 

Daugherty said it seemed as if 
the engine had already quit but the 
aircraft was making a funny 
vibrating noise and was coming 
down nose first. Then the tail section 
broke and turned down with a loud 
pop and the ‘copter turned straight 
down nose first into the pine trees. 

Daugherty said he _ started 
running to the site to help anyone 
who might have survived, and when 
he saw a few flames, called for his 
son Donnie, and the two of them 
circled the site looking for someone 
to help, Seeing no one was thrown

Meanwhile, the city acquired a 
letter from Elba Hydroelectric 
Company, signed by president Whit 
Brantley authorizing the city to 
re-open bids on the lease. 

At an October 7 meeting, the 
Council opened bids from three 
companies: Elba Hydroelectric Co., 
Inc., Barrett and Co,/Progressive 
Hydro, and Aquenergy Systems. 
Representatives from each company 
were present, and explained their 
positions and bids. 

The council voted to accept a bid 
by Barret and Co./Progressive 
Hydro for a 30-year lease. The 
proposal stated that the company 
would pay the City of Elba $55,000 
within 45 days of signing the lease, 
and the City would have the option of 
purchasing the site improvements 
between the fifth and tenth years of 
production, They also agreed to pay 
the city a percentage of the pro- 
duction after the fifteenth year of 
operation, 

Although there was never a 
written contract between the City of 
Elba and Barrett and Co.,, 
representatives of Elba Hydro- 
electric Company made clear their 
intentions to seek reimbursement for 
the improvements they had made at 
the plant site as soon as the city had 
made a verbal commitment with 
Barrett. 

The city received a letter dated 
Oct. 15, 1985, from Dothan attorney 
Terry Bullard, who represents Elba 
Hydroelectric Company, requesting 
$300,000 reimbursement for 
improvements made at the dam. The 
letter also stated that, ‘‘unless you 
take immediate remedial measures 
toward my client, it will be my intent 
to file suit in Federal District Court 
within ten days from the date of this 


, 


from the crash and that those in the 
cockpit were apparently already 
dead, they backed away from the 
spreading flames and waited for the 
fire trucks that had been called by 
another family members.

At the November 11 meeting of 
the council, City attorney Mark 
Vaughan told the council that Elba 
Hydroelctric Company was willing to 
accept either $300,000 in compensa- 
tion for their work or a one-year 
extension on their contract. Mayor 
Bob English made it clear that the 
city would not agree to those terms, 
and that he was considering filing 
countersuit if the company persisted 
in their threats. 

Elba Hydroelectric Company 
filed a $1,000,000 suit against the 
city in early December and 
requested an injunction against the 
city forbidding them to enter into a 
contract with any other company 
until the suit was settled. The 
request was denied. 


On February 10, Judge Robert 
Varner went on to give Elba 
Hydroelectric Company, Inc, 30 days 
to present further evidence or the 
case would be dismissed. The suit 
was formally dismissed on Tuesday 
of this week. A similar suit was filed 
against Barrett and Company. While 
the City of Elba suit had been 
dismissed, the suit against Barrett 
was still pending. 

Officials at the Elba Hydro- 
electric Company have made clear 
their intentions to sell the electricity 
they generate to Alabama Electric 
Co-op. Federal law forces AEC to 
buy electricity from _ satellite 
companies. 


Although the production of 
electricity at the Elba plant would 
not lower rates for local residents, 
local citizens would benefit from the 
money the city stands to gain from 
this project.
